INSTITUTIONAL ANIMAL CARE AND USE COMMITTEE (lACUC). 

A proposal to conduct an activity involving animals, or to make a significant change in an ongoing activity involving animals, 
must contain the following: 


(1) Identification of the species and the approximate number of animals to be used; 

(2) A rationale for involving animals, and for the appropriateness of the species and numbers of animals to be used; 

(3) A complete description of the proposed use of the animals; 

(4) A description of procedures designed to assure that discomfort and pain to animals will be limited to that which is 
unavoidable for the conduct of scientifically valuable research, including provision for the use of analgesic, anesthetic, and 
tranquilizing drugs where indicated and appropriate to minimize discomfort and pain to animals.

Discussions with lACUC members and staff revealed everyone 
has a clear understanding of what is expected on each study and why it is being conducted. However, within the Increase 
number of protocols for review and no designated lACUC Coordinator, written details are being overlooked. A system must 
be established or a person designated to ensure accuaracy of the protocols prior to approval. Correct by October 31, 2006.
